One day Stein came upon a neat file in 
which the deputy director of the ezarist se- 
cret police, Vissarionov, had kept what ap- 
peared to be papers intended for his eyes 
only. Leafing through them, Stein came upon 
a questionnaire with a small photo of Stalin 
as a young man attached to it. Here, he 
thought, he had discovered some relics of 
the great leader’s revolutionary activities in 
the Bolshevik underground.

But on second look Stein became suspi- 
cious. His elation turned to fear and horror 
as he began to read. There were reports and 
letters in longhand, addressed to Vissario- 
nov, in the handwriting of the dictator that 
was so familiar to Stein. The file, as Stein 
iscovered, concerned Stalin all right—not 
Stalin the revolutionary but Stalin the agent 
provocateur who had worked assiduously for 
the ezarist secret police. 

For a few agonizing days Stein kept the 
Vissarionov file concealed in his office. 
Finally he made up his mind. He took the 
file and flew to Kiev to show it to his former 
NKVD superior who was also his closest per- 
sonal friend. This was V. Balitsky, a very 
fluential member of the Politburo of the 
Communist party of the Ukraine and a mem- 
ber of the Central Committee of the Commu- 
nist party of the Soviet Union.

The file not 
only contained espionage reports from Sta- 
lin. It also revealed that Stalin had been des- 
perately trying to advance himself in the 
czarist secret service. 

A number of the Stalin reports, dated 
1912, were concerned with the Fourth Duma 
(the Russian parliament). The Bolshevik fac- 
tion in that Duma consisted of six deputies 
headed by Roman Malinovysky. When the 
Okhrana archives were opened after the first 
or so-called February revolution, it was re- 
vealed that Malinovsky had all along been a 
czarist agent and had betrayed his Commu- 
nist comrades on a gigantic scale. After the 
Bolsheviks came into power, he was tried, 
found guilty and shot.

HILE Lenin directed the activities of 

his party from abroad, Malinovsky was 
his top deputy in Russia and had the right 
to add new members to the Central Com- 
mittee of the party as he saw fit.

From Stalin’s reports to Vissarionov it 
was perfectly clear that he knew about Mal- 
inovsky’s true allegiance. It was also evident 
that Stalin was deeply jealous of Malinov- 
sky’s power both in the czarist police appa- 
ratus and in the Communist party. He wanted 
Malinovsky removed and himself designated 
the main police agent within the Bolshe- 
vik movement. 

In January 1913 both Stalin and Malinoy- 
sky attended a conference held in Lenin's 
apartment in Cracow (then in the Austrian 
part of Poland), assuring the Okhrana 
coverage indeed. Others at the conference 
included Zinoviev, Kameney and Tro: 
sky, the future ssador to the L 
lin’s report, to his police bosses, was includ- 
ed in the Vi onoy file. [t analyzed thi 
personalities, described their clashes of opin- 
ion and summarized the decisions reached. 

Soon after the Cracow conference Stalin 
decided to push Malinovsky out of his way 
in his secret work for the Okhrana. He went 
over the heads of his immediate police su- 
periors to do it. He wrote a letter addressed 
to the assistant minister of the interior, Zo- 
lotarev, who supervised the operations of 
the police department of which the Okhrana 
was a part. Stalin respectfully reminded the 
assistant minister that he had had the honor 
of being introduced to him in a private room 
in a certain restaurant. 

‘The letter then attacked Malinovsky. He 
had observed Malinoysky closely at the Cra- 
cow conference, Stalin wrote, and had be- 
come convinced that Malinoysky was at heart 
with Lenin and was working more zealously 
for the Bolshevik cause than for the polic

UT Stalin’s bid to oust  Malinovsky 
ailed. On the margin of Stalin’s letter 
there was a notation by the assistant minis- 
ter of the interior which read something like 
pet gent should be deported to Si- 
for good.

Khrushchev’s boss knew 


INOVY went on to tell me, there in the 

Paris hospital room, that he and Balit- 
sky had promptly revealed the facts to two 
close friends who were also among the most 
powerful men in the Ukraine. They were 
General I. E. Yakir, commander of all mili- 
tary forces in the Ukraine, and Stanislav 
Kossior, member of the Politburo, secretary 
of the CPSU and virtual dictator of the 
Ukraine. (Kossior had also been the boss of 
a fast-rising man in the Communist hierarchy 
named Nikita Khrushchev. Liquidated in 


1938, Kossior had his name “ at 
the 20th Party Congress.) 


‘The circle of horrified initiates widened. 
General Yakir flew to Moscow and conferred 
with his friend Tukhachevsky, supreme com- 
mander of the Red army, whose personal dis 
like of Stalin was well known. Tukhachevsky 
took into his confidence the deputy commis 
sar of defense, Gamarnik. a man revered by 
his intimates for his moral integrity. General 
Kork was also briefed. These were the men 
Zinovy named to me. Other army men were 
apparently told later. 

Out of this there developed a conspiracy 
headed by Marshal Tukhachevsky to end the 
reign of Stalin. The nightmare of the blood 
then in progress created a climate of 
moral disgust and soul-searching 
conducive to conspiracy against Stalin. The 
sudden realization that the tyrant and mur- 
derer responsible for the piled-up horror was 
not even a genuine revolutionary but an im-

On some plausible pretext he would per- 
suade Defense Commissar Voroshilov (now 
the president of the Presidium of the Su- 
preme Soviet) to ask Stalin to summon a 
top-level conference on military problems 
concerning the Ukraine, the Moscow mili- 
tary district and certain other areas whose 
commanders were privy to the conspiracy. 
Tukhacheysky and other conspirators would 
come with their trusted aides. At a certain 
hour, or signal, two elite regiments of the 
d army would bar the main avenues to the 


ner 
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Kremlin in order to block the approach to NKVD troops. At the 
same moment the conspirators would announce to Stalin that he 
was under arrest. Tukhachevsky was conyinced that the coup could 
be carried out within the Kremlin without disturbance. 

There were two views, Zinovy explained to me, as to how to deal 
with Stalin thereafter. Tukhachevsky and other generals were of the 
opinion that Stalin should be killed outright, after which a plenary 
session of the party’s Central Committee should be convened and the 
police file laid before it. Kossior, Balitsky, Zinovy and others (the 
nonarmy group, apparently) wanted to arrest Stalin and bring him 
before the Central Committee plenary session to be confronted with 
the charges about his police past. 

Before leaving, Zinovy told me, in a shy sort of way, “In case of 
failure, if Elena and I are shot, 
I want you and Maria to take 
care of my little girl.” EI 
was his wife, Maria is my wife. 
His daughter was then only 3 

years old and he loved her with 

Fenatical devotion. His eyes be- 
came damp for a moment. It 
for his child’s sake, I real- 
ed, that he had been ready 
to travel all the way from the 
Ukraine to Spain, if necessary, 
to prepare me for the best—or 
the worst. 

“But how can there be any 
failure?” I encouraged Zino’ 
“Tukhachevsky is the respected 
boss of the army. The Moscow 
garrison is in his hands. He and 
his generals have passes to the 
Kremlin, Tukhachevsky reports 
to Stalin regularly and is not 
suspected.

FEW days later I returned 
to Spain. Week after week, 
then for month after month, I 
watched the daily papers and 
used every free moment to tune 
in my short-wave radio set. It 
was enough for anyone to ask 
“Have you heard the news?” 
ay give me a start as if I had been stung. I was expecting my news. 
On June 11, 1937 I was riding in my car from the French-Spanish 
border to Barcelona. The weather was beautiful. I was looking at 
the rolling hills and listening to soft music from a French radio 
station. Suddenly the music was interrupted and a news bulletin 
was read in French: “Radio Toulouse! Special announcement! Soviet 
Marshal Tukhachevsky and a number of other generals of the 
Red army have been arrested on charges of treason. They will be 
court-martialed.” 

The very next morning an official Soviet announcement informed 
the stunned world that the court-martial had already taken place and 
that eight ranking military men—Tukhachevsky, Yakir, Kork, Ubore- 
vich, Putna, Eideman, Feldman and Primakov—had been put to 
death. It became known later that Stein, the NKVD officer who had 
discovered Stalin's Okhrana file, shot himself. Kossior, despite his 
rank in the Politburo, was executed. Gamarnik committed suicide 
before the generals were liquidated. Balitsky was shot. 

About the middle of July 1937 I received information that my 
cousin, Zinovy Katsnelson, had been shot. To this day I have heard 
nothing of the fate of his wife and little daughter.

The summary liquidation of the inner circle of conspirators who 
had known about Stalin’s Okhrana record was followed up by mass 
arrests and executions of others who might conceivably have learned 
something about the file or who were friends of those who had been 
executed. Every military man who owed his post, directly or indi- 
rectly, to one of the executed top generals became a candidate for 
death, Hundreds, and soon thousands, of officers were hauled from 
their commands and homes to the extermination cellars. 

The first Moscow trial that I had witnessed soon seemed mild 
compared with the savage saturnalia of terror and sudden death 
that was now unleashed. The witnesses and the stage managers 
of the army purge—people who might have learned the secret of 
the Okhrana file—were mowed down. The marshals and generals 
who had signed the faked court- 
martial verdict against Tukha- 
chevsky disappeared. So did le- 
gions of NKVD officers. Every 
departme ental staff of the Soviet 
state was decimated. 

In October 1937 one of the 
highest NKVD officials, Shpigel- 
glas, came to see me in Spain, 
‘The roundup of Red army offi. 
cers had already reached into my 
own vicinity ‘Speaking of the 
hours before’ Tukhachevsky’ ‘sar- 
rest and execution, Shpigelglas 
said, ‘There was panic at the 
very top. All passes to the Krem- 
lin ‘were suddenly declared in- 
valid, Our NKVD troops were 
held in a state of alarm, It must 
have been quite a conspira 

There was a bizarre aftermath 
to the Tukhachevsky affair.

resident officer named Israelovich whom I knew well. Among his 
various espionage assignments, Israelovich maintained contact with 
two informers, both important officers of the German general staff. 
But since meeting these valuable men inside Nazi Germany, within 
the reach of the omnipresent Gestapo, was far too risky, he arranged 
to see them at certain intervals in Czechoslovakia. 

One day, in 1936, Israelovich met them in a cafe in Prague. When 
their business had been transacted the Germans were the first to 
leave the cafe. After a discreet interval their Soviet employer paid 
the waiter and casually walked out. A few minutes later he was 
arrested by the Czechoslovakian police and brought to headquar- 
ters. The police found in his possession a roll of films which he 
had just received from the two officers. 

“My men have been trailing you,” the chief police official informed 
him.

So, you're spying for 
the Nazis!” 

Israelovich, whom I knew to 
be a pathological coward, su 
fered a complete loss of nerve. 
Instead of refusing to talk and 
demanding that the Soviet em- 
bassy be notified of his arrest, he 
began to defend himself. 

“Me their agent?” he said with 
professional pride. “It’s the other 
way around—they are my agents! 
And these are the films I received 
from them, photos of secret docu- 
ments from the German general 
staff.” The Czech official, appar- 
ently no fool, soon had his Soviet 
guest boasting of his successes in 
intelligence work. The police pre- 
pared a deposition of what Israel- 
ovich had revealed. He signed it 
and was released. 

The whole thing was immedi- 
ately reported to the Czech for- 
eign office, of course, and thus 
reached Benes. Striving hard for 
friendly relations with Commu- 
nist Russia becau 
Nazi_ thre re 
vakia, Bene personally sent the police report and the Israelovich 
deposition to the Czech ambassador in Moscow with instructions to 
report the case, if possible, to Stalin personally, and, otherwise, to 
Foreign Commissar Maxim Litvinov. The Soviet foreign office, in the 
name of Stalin, thanked Benes warmly for his friendly act. The hap- 
less Israelovich was recalled to Moscow, arrested and because it was 
so evidently a case of nerves and cowardice, he got away with a five- 
year term in the Kem concentration camp near the White Sea. 

A year later, when the Red army generals were liquidated, Stalin 
used this incident to intimate to the Czechs that Israelovich had 
in fact maintained contact with German military intelligence, as a

go-between for Tukhachevsky. Although the Czechs knew better, 
they wanted Stalin’s help against Hitler even more than the year 
before.

After that, Stalin had every reason to believe that the true facts 
behind the Red army purge would never come out.

NE day in 1947 a document in the Russian language was brought 

to me. I saw at once that it was an original letter—not a photo- 
stat—written in 1913 from the headquarters of the Okhrana, the 
secret police of the czarist regime. A reproduction of this document 
appears at right. 

It is addressed to the chief of the Okhrana for the Ye 
Province in Siberia, which included the Turukhansk Region to which 
Stalin was exiled in 1913. 

This is the text of the letter: 


“Dear Sir Alexei Fedorovich: 

“Josef Vissarionovich Djugashvili—Stalin, who has been ad- 
ministratively exiled to the Turukhansk Region, upon his arrest in 
1906 gave the Chief of the Tiflis State Gendarmerie Administration 
valuable denunciatory information. 

“In 1908 the Chief of the Baku Okhrana Section received from 
Stalin a series of intelligence reports, and afterward, upon Stalin’s 
arrival in Petersburg, Stalin became an agent of the Petersburg 
Okhrana Section.

"M.V.D. (Ministry of Internal Affairs), Director of Special Section of 
the Department of Police.” Underneath it is the date, “July 12, 1913,” 
and the file number of the communication, “No. 2898.” The two 
typed lines in the upper right corner read: "Very secret. Personal.” 
Above the salutation is the word “Lic! hno , handwritten i in red pen- 
cil and underlined, again meaning “Personal,” and a handwritten 
notation, “po S-D.,” meaning “re Social-Democrats.” The four lines 
in the margin of the lower left corner read: ‘To the Chief of the 
iseisk Okhrana Section, A. F. Zhelezniakov.” The stamp on the 
left, in the center of the margin, records the receipt of the letter at 
the Yeniseisk office of the Okhrana on July 23, 1913. 


Evidence at long last 


HIS document, if authentic, offered evidence at long last on the 

most elusive part of Stalin’s career. For years there had been 
rumors, speculations and some accusations that Stalin spied for the 
czarist police even while he was rising in the ranks of the Bolsheviks 
seeking to overthrow the czarist government. But his most critical 
biographers, even his bitterest enemy Leon Trotsky, had rejected the 
charge either as preposterous or as totally unproved. 

In my own biography of Stalin I did not use the story of Stalin’s 
duplicity to his revolutionary comrades. And even after I obtained 
the evidence of the Okhrana letter, I have never sought to have it 
published for fear that it would fall on deaf ears. But now that the 
whole world is asking why Moscow should suddenly set about destroy- 
ing the Stalin image, I believe that my story provides an answer I 
can no longer withhold. 

When the central archives of the Okhrana were opened after the 
Russian revolution of March 1917, it was discovered that at least 
a dozen Okhrana spies had been planted as secret agents in the 
inner councils of Lenin’s Bolshevik camp. A thorough investigation

disclosed the identity of all but one of these spies. Who was the un- 
discovered twelfth? It was Stalin himself, if the Yeremin letter was 
not a forgery. But anti-Communist forgeries are almost as common 
as Communist forgeries. 

Was this letter genuine? 

To begin with, several statements in the letter fitted undisputed 
facts. Stalin zeas sent into exile in Turukhansk from St. Petersburg 
in June 1913. The election of Stalin to the Central Committee was 
immediately followed by his return to St. Petersburg. [The letter’s 
statement that Stalin broke with the Okhrana after his election to the 
Central Committee appears at variance with Mr. Orlov’s report that the 
Okhrana later exiled Stalin because he got too ambitious as a czarist 
agent. Mr. Levine, who feels that Mr. Orlov’s narrative is most con- 
vincing, surmises that when Stalin became a member of the Central 
Committee he would be too important to be handled by a second-rank 
officer like Yeremin. Yeremin would be told that Stalin's days as an 
agent were over, and from then on Stalin would work directly with a 
top Okhrana officer, Vissarionov.—ED.] 
tion of Stalin as a man whose work was distin- 
guished by accuracy fitted him more than it would most revolution- 
aries, As the editorial director of Pravda he had become widely known 
in underground revolutionary and police circles by his Russian revo- 
lutionary name of Stalin as well as his Caucasian names, Djugashvili 
and Koba. The reference to the capital as Petersburg, instead of the 
formal St, Petersburg, bore-the mark of authenticity, for the capital 
was usually referred to by the informal name. 

Furthermore, the very redundance in the use of Stalin’s name, 
which occurs six times in the course of the fairly brief letter, seemed 
to me just the kind of awkward message 
one government official might write 
hastily to another. A forger would have 
tried to write a more “literary” docu- 
ment, avoiding repetition. The heavy 
smudges, found upon examination to 
be the same ink as the signature, also 
indicated to me that the letter was 
genuine. A forger would have avoided 
such an unsightly blot upon an “im- 
portant” paper. 

So I began to explore the known his- 
tory of the document's travels. 

The letter had come to me from three 
men of unimpeachable reputation: Va- 
dim S. Makaroff, son of a Russian admi- 
ral and now a research engineer; Boris 
Bakhmeteff, former Russian ambassa- 
dor to the U.S. for the Kerensky government; and Boris Sergievsky, 
a pioneer of Russian aviation and now a test pilot. 

These three men had obtained the letter from Professor M. P. 
Golovachev, a Russian émigré resident in China. It had been given to 
him by a Colonel Russyanov, an officer of the czarist police in 
Siberia, who had rifled the Okhrana’s Siberian files before he escaped 
to China. Golovachev, a man of high intelligence and excellent repu- 
tation, brought the letter from Shanghai during a visit to the U.S. 

The account of the letter’s travels seemed satisfactory to me for 
two reasons: only men of authority and reputation had handled the 
letter, and it had come by way of Siberia. Almost all forged docu- 
ments pertaining to the Russian revolutionary period came by way of 
Europe. Now I had to find out if the letter itself was authentic. 

One of the most challenging points in the letter was the reference 
to Stalin’s arrest in 1906 in Tiflis. This was not a simple matter to 
check. Beria and all other official biographers make no reference to 
Stalin’s police record during the four-year period between his escape 
from Siberia at the beginning of 1904 and his rearrest in the spring 
of 1908. 

Before Stalin’s rise to supreme power there had appeared a consid- 
erable number of memoirs by early Bolsheviks dealing with events 
in which Stalin had been involved. Perhaps one of these memoirs 
might have provided a clue, but in the Soviet Union their works

were taken out of circulation, and even in leading Western libraries 
many of these original publications were mutilated or destroyed by 
unknown hands. 

But the expurgation was incomplete. In the chronological guide of 
his excellent book on Stalin, Trotsky records under the year 1906: 
“April 15—Stalin arrested and released in raid on Avlabar printing 
plant.” 

The story of the Avlabar printing plant is one of the most romantic 
in Bolshevik history. The site of this underground press was re- 
stored and became a sightseeing attraction because Stalin was cred- 
ited with establishing it. The Great Soviet Encyclopedia calls Avlabar 

“an outstanding example of Bolshevik underground technique” and 
says that ‘surpassed all other illegal printing plants.” The secret 
of Avlabar, Bieta Bolshevik propaganda, was discovered hy 
the czarist government on April 15, 1906. The next day the leading 
Tiflis newspaper printed the following story: 

"Secret Prin rinting Plant. On Saturday, April 15, in the courtyard of 
an uninhabited detached house belonging to D, Rostomashvili in 
Avlabar, some 150 or 200 paces from the City Hospital for Conta- 
gious Diseases, a well was discovered some 70 feet deep, which could 
be descended by means of a rope and pulley. At a depth of about 50 
feet there was a gallery leadii ing to another well, in which there was a 
ladder about 35 feet high giving access to a vault situated beneath the 
cellar of the house. In this vault a fully equipped printing plant has 
been discovered with 20 cases of Russian, Georgian and Armenian 
type, a hand press costing between 1,500 and 2,000 rubles, various 
acids, blasting gelatin and other paraphernalia for the manufacture of 
bombs, a large quantity of illegal literature, the seals of various regi- 
ments and government institutions, as well as an infernal machine 
containing 15 pounds of Twenty-four persons have 
been arrested at a meeting in the editorial offices of the newspaper 
Flva and charged with being impli- 
cated in this affair.

raphy, Landmarks in the Life of Sta- 
lin, refers repeatedly to the glorious 
Avlabar printing plant but. carefully 
avoids identifying any of those caught 
in the raid. 

In his History of the Bolshevik Or- 
ganization in Transcaucasia, the most 
official version of Stalin’s early years, 
Lavrenti Beria refers to the Avlabar 
press just once, in a footnote. Not a 
word about the police raid, the arrests 
or the materials seized by the Okhrana. 
Why did Beria, who later became Sta- 
lin’s secret police head, pass over alto- 
gether one of the most romantic episodes in the annals of the Bol- 
shevik underground? The only logical answer is that Stalin had not 
wanted attention drawn to the Avlabar story. 

This conclusion seemed to provide an answer to another momen- 
tous puzzle in Stalin’s life. It is well known that Stalin’s first trip 
abroad was in April 1906 when he went as a delegate from Tiflis to 
Stockholm to attend the “unity” congress of the Social Democratic 
party. If the fugitive Stalin with his underground record was in the 
hands of the police on April 15, 1906, as Trotsky says, how did he 
manage to turn up at the conference in Stockholm eight days later? 

Stalin must have made a trade with the police to get an immediate 
release. He had been a fugitive from east Siberia since the beginning 
of 1904. The prospects of a return for a longer imprisonment in an 
even more isolated spot now faced the prisoner. 

Several hours after his arrest at Avlabar. Stalin was set free. How 
could one account for it except on the basis of a trade with the 
Okhrana? He must have earned his freedom by going to Stockholm 
as a delegate and reporting to the Okhrana on the inner sanctum of 
the revolutionary conspiracy. 

Plausible as this explanation seemed, [still needed authentication 
of the Okhrana document itself. 

The stock of the paper had to be examined. The make and date of 
the typewriter on which it was written had to be established. I took 
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Document on Stalin conrmucs 


my problem and the letter to Albert D. Osborn, America’s leading 
expert on questioned documents. 

Through a laboratory test Osborn found that the paper stock 
was not of American or Western European origin and that it was 
not of recent manufacture. The paper might well be pre-World 
War I Russian stock. Russia had no typewriter manufacturing 
plants before the revolution, but Remington had exported four 
models with Russian keyboards which were in general use before 
World War I. Osborn looked up Remington’s Model No. 6 and was 
convinced that the letter had been written on such a machine. 

Now we had to look for an official letter from St. Petersburg that 
might have been written on the same machine. The files of the 
czarist embassies abroad had either been destroyed, as was the case 
in Paris, or taken over by the Soviet government. The most fruitful 
result of an arduous search was the discovery of a document pre- 
served in the Hoover Library at Stanford University. It came from 
the acting director of the department of police in St. Petersburg 
and was dated Nov. 5, 1912, some eight months prior to the date 
of my Okhrana letter. 

Osborn examined and compared the typing in both documents. 
He reported, “I have been examining that last specimen you 
brought in and it is certainly very close to the typing in the docu- 
ment in question. But it is not just the same.” Osborn thought it 
could easily have been a machine of the same model, 

Only a few final steps remained but they were the most impor- 
tant of all. Was there a man by the name of Zhelezniakov, to 
whom the letter was addressed, in the Okhrana service? Was there 
a Yeremin, who signed the letter? And who knew him and could 
verify his signature? Was there anyone alive who had worked in 
the special section and had direct knowledge of the relationship 
between Stalin and the Okhrana? 

Early in 1950 I pursued the hunt in France and Germany. The 
best I was able to do on Zhelezniakov was to find that several 
Russian refugees had known him personally in Siberia and could 
vouch for the fact that there was such a n 
position. But on the question of Yeremin luck was on n 

On the outskirts of Paris lived an old gentleman of soldierly 
bearing, a former Okhrana 1, Alexander I. Spiridovich. Gen- 
eral Spiridovich was the outstanding known survivor of the highest 
echelon in the czar’s secret service. He had been wounded in an 
attempted assassination at Kiev in 1905 where he was then chief 
of the local Okhrana bureau. When the Revolution came he escaped 
to France. 

Spiridovich had been in correspondence with Mr. Makaroff’s 
friends in New York concerning the Okhrana document. On July 
19, 1949 he had written, “I knew A. M. Yeremin well. After I was 
shot in Kiev in 1905, Yeremin was appointed upon my recommen- 
dation chief of the Kiev special section. 

When I went to see Spiridovich in Paris, I told him that the 
crucial point was now the verification of Yeremin’s signature. The 
courtly general then produced a silver set which included a de- 
canter on a tray. He took the decanter, seven inches tall, and held 
it out to me. 

This was presented to me by my subordinates after my recov- 
ery from the assassination attempt,” General Spi 


dovich said as

As I glanced at the signatures, | was immediately struck by 
something familiar. ‘There is Yeremin’s signature!” I exclaimed. 
I took out the photostatic reproduction of the document which I 
had brought along. This was the first time General Spiridovich had 
seen the paper. He, too, instantly recognized Yeremin’s hand. 
A comparison of the two (above) left no doubt in our minds that 
the signature was authentic. 

To my persistent inquiries as to whether there were any surviv- 
ing officers of the Okhrana special section living abroad, General 
Spiridovich told me that he knew of only one such person, The 
man in question was the only one alive who might conceivably have 
handled Stalin’s relations with the Okhrana. This officer had been 
known as “Nikolai of the Golden Glasses.” Both Communists and 
non-Communists thought that he had perished in the Revolution. 

In reality Nikolai of the Golden Glasses had escaped from Russia 
to Germany and under the name of Dobroliuboy had become a 
sexton in a Greek Orthodox Church in Berlin. For decades he had 
lived quietly in the shadow of the Soviet embassy. General Spirido- 


vich gave me a letter of introduction to “Dobroliubov. 


To find a man who might have been Stalin's boss in the Okhrana 
was worth a special trip to Berlin. But at Berlin I learned that 
my quarry had moved during the war to a church at Wiesbaden. 
I went on to Wiesbaden, but there the trail ended—in a ceme- 

ery. Nikolai of the Golden Glasses had recently died, and with 
him lay buried many secrets of the Okhrana. There w 
hope of finding anyone who had actually worked with S 
his days as a caarist agent. 

General Spiridovich had told me that he wanted to emigrate to 
the U.S. but had been having visa trouble. I was able to help him, 
and before I left for the U.S. myself I paid him a second visit to 
report the good news about his forthcoming visa. [ also told him of 
my unsuccessful search that had ended in the Wiesbaden cemetery. 

The general walked over to the cabinet which held the silver 
set, took out the decanter bearing Yeremin’s engraved signature 
and presented it to me, At 75 he was looking forward to a new life 
in the U.S., and he felt that he could now part with this memento 
that he had carried with him through all vicissitudes. (He died in 
New York in 1952.) 

Iwas deeply moved by his gift. [ now owned the final piece of evi- 
dence which proved to me that Stalin had indeed been a ezarist 5

A LETTER TO KHRUSHCHEV 


Dear Mr. Kurvsucnev: 


Like millions elsewhere, Americans have been fascinated 
by the recent events in your country, especially your cam- 
paign to reduce the stature of the late Josef Stalin. According 
to reports of that three-hour speech you gave at the recent 
20th Party Congress, you laid some 7,600 political murders 
of innocent men at Stalin’s door and apparently the process 
is only beginning. Please note page 34 of this issue, where 
your former comrade, Alexander Orlov, discloses the best 
hidden of all Stalin’s villainies. Most recently you have con- 
vinced the American Communist party that some of Stalin’s 
purges were motivated by anti-Semitism, a charge they ridi- 
culed at the time. 

As we said. the whole proc: fascinating, but puzzling 
too, Is it really a revulsion on your part against the brutality 
of the Stalin era? Or have you carelessly opened a Pandora's 
box? Or are you using anti-Stalinism as a sereen for the con- 
tinuation of Stalinist policies? No doubt you have your rea- 
sons for wanting a scapegoat—who hasn’t 
you certainly have the most capacious and pl: 
goat any one could ask. But if that’s the explanation, you 
will surely want to get the fullest possible mileage out of hii 
And whatever it is, we think it important that you clear up 
the mystery—important for you, for Russia, for America, 
and for the peace of the world. 

As Americans, we do not presume to tell you how to ex- 
plain the new line to Messrs. Togliatti and Ulbricht or even 
Mollet and Nehru. But we have a suggestion on how you can 
straighten it out in the minds of the American people. Amer- 
icans do not doubt that Stalin was guilty of the crimes you 
have so far pinned on him, and many more. But generally 
speaking, they are not really reached by your particular reve- 
lations so far. The names of the comrades he betrayed— 


Tukhachevsky, Yegorov, Bubnov, Popkov and the rest—are 
hard to pronounce and most Americans are not specialists in 
revolution. We remember Joe for a different class of crime, 
and we need to know what you think about them. 

For instance, the “germ warfare” campaign of 1952-53. 
‘There was the most massively orchestrated international prop- 
aganda lie the world has ever seen. Stalin was an old man 
then, but who was so capable of launching it? If you were to 
denounce him for that one, Americans would be deeply im- 
pressed. So would a lot of Indians, and Frenchmen, and Latin 
Americans, and decent, truth-loving people everywhere. 

For another instance, who really decided to start the Ko- 
rean war in June 1950? When Stalin was your boss, all Com- 
munists declared that the started it. Your Mr. Molotov 
had the effrontery to uphold this view before the representa- 
tives of France, Britain and the U.S, at the Berlin Conference 
in 1954, Your Mr. Gromyko and your Mr. Sobolev said the 
same thing to the U.N. with a straight face. But we know, 
and you know, and you know that we know, that it is a lie. 
It is a lie that prolonged that war and has confused and em- 
hittered the world. Why don’t you pin the blame for that 
‘one on Joe Stalin? We assure you, the prestige of your regime 
would rise beyond calculation. 

‘There are other crimes against the world by which we re- 
member Stalin, and we can give you a list if you are inter- 
ested. You may think our suggestion is a mere propaganda 
trick and that we are more interested in entrapping you than 
in promoting understanding or unblocking world tension. 
‘That is not the question. The question is whether you wish 
to exculpate yourself from those major crimes of Stalin 
against the U.S. which Americans resent most deeply.

MORAL DILEMMA ON CAMPUS 


In her academic satire, The Groves of Academe, Novelist 
McCarthy tells of the liberal college president who was 

to retain an incompetent professor because he had, 
cleverly and falsely, admitted membership in the Communist 
party. In real life Herbert Fuchs, a law professor at the Amer- 
ican University in Washington, has had a painful switch on 
this experience, He admitted, sadly and ruthfully, past Com- 
munist membership—and he was fired. 

The Methodist-supported university certainly has its own 
good reasons for letting Fuchs go. He had failed to tell them 
of his Communist past (12 years a member, and head of a 
Labor Board cell in the government) when he came to the 
university in 1949, And when he finally did tell all, last year, 
to the House Un-American Activities Committee—exposing 
two hitherto concealed members of a government cell—he 
also stood revealed as one who had been a perjurer in past 
loyalty board hearing 

Nevertheless the Fuchs case presents a moral dilemma to 
all colleges, and to all Americans. Chairman Francis Walter 
of the House Committee has denounced Fuchs’s dismissal as 
tending to discourage future witnesses from making full 
disclosures. Fuchs at first had declined to name his past 
Communist associates; it was at the urgings of his univer: 
superiors that he did finally name all names, obeying the 
admonition of a colleague to “come all the way home.” After 
he did so, the door was slammed in his face. For the uni- 
versity command, which stood by him, encouraged him and 
praised him in the first stages of his ordeal, no longer 


supported him when it learned the full extent of his misdeeds. 

Ironically Harvard’s Professor Wendell Furry, who faces 
trial for contempt of a Senate committee because he re- 
fused to name his past Communist associates, has man- 
aged to keep his job. He has convinced his superiors that 
his refusal was based on scruples, not on any guilty secrets. 
And Harvard refuses to regard mere past Communist mem- 
bership, alone, as sufficient grounds for discharge unless 
other flaws of character and integrity are discovered. Har- 
vard’s position is defensible. So is the American University’s 
ition on Fuchs. 

And yet, when all this is said, the dilemma remains. In a 
society founded on Christian ethics, the doctrine of repent- 
ance, conversion and forgiveness must surely be respected. 
Ata time when Communists are achieving frequent successes 
in “forgiving” and winning back their own defectionists, can 
democracies place obstacles in the way of ex-Communists 
who seek to regain respectability? Many of Fuchs’s own 
faculty colleagues, students and ex-students seem convinced 
of the sincerity and completeness of his break with Commu- 
nism. If such repentance and conversion are to be rewarded 
only with a limbo of ostracism, others who face a similar 
dilemma can scarcely be blamed if they decide that the long 
voyage home to decency is too hazardous to be attempted. 
Reinhold Neibuhr, for one, has asked the A.U. trustees to re- 
consider their decision about Fuchs because it martyrizes 
penitents. Certainly the academic community as a whole owes 
his predicament its sober attention.

The movie queen is supposed to pretend that she was “discoy- 
ered,” rather against her own blasé wishes. Miss Mansfield readily 
concedes that she has dreamed of practically nothing else but 
stardom ever since about the age of 6 and that she had a terrible 
time persuading Hollywood to see things her way. In fact she had 
trouble persuading a number of people in various places. 

Her mother and her stepfather, who is a sales engineer in Dallas, 
were never quite in sympathy with her teen-age plans to storm the 
bastions of Hollywood so she got married when she was 16 and 
still in high school. Her husband, it developed, also thought that 
her ambitions were just a teen-age obsession. They had a baby 
girl, who is now nd went to college together at the U niversity 
of Texas. As one of the young couples who have become so common 
‘on campuses nowadays, they staggered their schedules so that one 
could wheel the baby carriage up to a classroom as the other exited. 
Meanwhile Miss Mansficld, a high B student even in such subjects 
as mathematics, posed for a women’s art class. modeled dresses 
and coats and entered every beauty contest in sight, partly to help 
make ends meet but mostly in hope of cate! hing | Hollywood's eye. 

In the spring of 1954, after her husband had finished college 
and his draft stint. Miss Mansfield finally persuaded him to take 
her to Hollywood. About all she had to recommend her were a few 
bit parts with university and little theater groups in Texas and 
some bathing suit queenships such as Miss Photoflash of 1952. But 
she had no hesitation whatever in simply calling the Paramount 
studio and asking for a screen test. A girl in the casting depart- 
ment, bowled over by this effrontery, said. “All right, we'll give 
you a test; you sound unusual.” Although she flunked it, partly 
through camera fright. this did not reduce her self-confidence or 
drive in the slightest. If she could not at once get into the movies, 
at least she could get into the papers and keep knocking at the doors. 


Providential hoax 


R all her indefatigable ambition, Miss Mansfield might still be 
just an anonymous starlet had it not been for one of the strang- 
i happenstances that ever took place even in Hollywood. One of 
the pin-up pictures with which she and her press agent flooded the 
town happened to catch the eye of Charles Lederer, a writer, 
director and famed practical joker. Lederer promptly sat down and 
wrote, over a for; od signature of Miss Mansfield’s, a long letter to 
his friend Jack Goodman, of the publishing house of Simon and 
Schuster Inc.: “Now, Mr. Goodman, I suppose everyone says they 
have a novel in them, but I know I have!
